The function of this Committee will be to advise Government, specially from the 
view point of the consumers, regarding the manner in which the controls are 
working, to keep a watch on the distribution and sales of mill-made cloth of the 
controlled and tne non-controlled categories and to make recommendations regard¬ 
ing the action which should be taken for ensuring that the sales of all categories 
of cloth are effected In a reasonable and efficient manner.
